'T' H A T it is the opinion of this Committee, That it is Inexpedient 
to make any alteration in the principle^ of^ the Law now in 
force in Irehtid, imposing Fines for Illicit Distillation on the Vicinap 
where the offence is^ committed : But, with a view of preventing, as far 
as possible, any hardships foiling on individuals, such as may have 
arisen under the present operation of the Laws, that it is desirab c to 
adopt certain modifications to obviate those difficulties m tne mode o 
carrying the principle of the Laws above-mentioned into effect, and 
generally to afford relief in cases where the Vicinage manifests a dispo- 
sition to support those Laws.
